closed contracts for ten steel steamers and 


tow ba rges, two of which are for the Minne- 
sota Steamship compary and eight for John 
D. Rockefeller. The vessels will each be 


} of 4,000 gross tons capacity on 14 feet 6 


inches draft of water, and will be the best 
modern construction in every way. The 
steamers will be 400 to 418 feet over all, and 
the tow barges 850 to 872 feet over all. It is 
understood Mr. Rockefeller, who has recent- 
ly acquired large interests in the Mesaba 
iron range and the American ‘Steel Barge 
company, looks for a prosperous condition of 
business throughout the country for some 
time to come, and regards this an opportune 
time to invest in vessel property. The ves- 
sel contracts are divided between several 
lake shipbuilders. Options for two more 
ships for Mr. Rockefeller will probably be 
taken up within a few days. 

Of the block of ten steel boats to be built 
for John D. Rockefeller and the Minnesota 
Steamship company three will be con- 
structed by the Chicago Shipbuilding com- 
pany on the Calumet. There will be one 
steamer and two barges. The barges will be 
duplicates of those now under construction 
for the Minnesota Iron company at the Calu- 
met shipyard. It is understood the steamer 
is for Mr. Rockefeller and the barges for the 
Minnesota company. General Manager Bab- 
cock, when seen at the Hotel Metropole last 
night, said work would begin immediately 
on the three boats, and they would be 
launched August next.. They will fill the 
capacity of the shipyard until past midsum- 
mer.

RINGTON FATALLY WOUNDED. 


Shooting by Bartender Cavanagh Is 
Said to Have Been Done in Self-De- 
fense—Injured Man Tries to Exon- 
erate His Assailant—<Member of the 
Market Street Gang—Suspected of 
Complicity in the Colliander Mur- 
der—Caused by a Fancied Slight. 

John Harrington, alias “Three-Fingered 
Jack,” a Colliander “suspect” and member 
of the so-called Market street gang, met his 
fate last night in the person of John W. 
Cavanagh, a diminutive but “nervy” bar- 
tender employed in Constantine J. Krieg’s 
saloon, No. 80 Wells street. 

Harrington, who for years has been an ex- 
ponent of physical force in Twenty-third 
Ward politics, entered Krieg’s saloon with 
the avowed purpose of “doing up” the bar- 
tender. In the scrimmage which followed 
Cavanagh fired one shot at Harrington, 
the bullet passing through his abdomen. At 
the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital it was said 
he could not survive. Cavanagh gave him- 
self up to the police, 

“Jack” Harrington was an associate and 
henchman of ex-Senator O’Malley. He was 
a frequenter of the notorious “Madhouse.” 
He weighed nearly 200 pounds, possessed 
enormous strength, and when any “bruis- 
ing” was necessary on election day ‘Jack”’ 
Harrington could always be found in the 
thickest of the fray. It was he, assisted by

After chapel yesterday noon meetings of 
the senior men and senior women were 
called, to be held in rooms near one another. 
The men, when gathered, were informed by 
the class President, William Spofford, of 
the protest made by the women, and it was 
announced that the women’s meeting would 
soon prepare an ultimatum.

EFFECT OF THE FEDERAL DECISION. 


Attorneys for the Gas Companies Are 
Pleased—Moloney Is Reticent. 
The effect of Judge Showalter’s decision 
upon the pending reorganization of the com- 
panies by consolidation is of tmmense im- 


portance. 


At the outset of the Pitt Barrows litiga-, 


tion it was asserted in some quarters the 
case was simply a friendly suit, the real 
purpose of which was to secure a judicial 
ruling upon the legality of the reorganiza- 


tion plan, the vague announcement of which’ 


was made a large feature in Mr. Barrows’ 


bill.of complaint. 

The attorneys for the gas companies stout- 
ly denied this, and asserted the suit was 
troublesome and expensive. Last night one 
of them said it was worth all it had cost and 
more, because Judge Showalter had stated 
he saw no reason why. the companies could 
not consolidate. It was what might be re- 
garded as a ruling, and as such was of im- 
mense value. 

May Be Obstacles. 

Although the court so decided, the decision 
does not sweep away the obstacles to the 
company’s consolidation absolutely. The 
Attorney-General remains. e now is in 
possession of the plan of reorganization, 
which, although he refused to disclose it, 
was clearly indicated in the An oi case. 
That is, it is based on the contention the 
statute .of 1872 authorizes consolidation. 
Mr. Moloney is considering the plan, and has 
stated he will announce his decision con- 
cerning it early next week. 

Except for the fact his injunction restrain- 
ing the remittance of dividends to the Fidel- 
ity Insurance, Trust and Safe Deposit com- 
pany of Philadeiphia, obtained a year ago, 
still stands, it is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose the gas companies, fortified by Judge 
‘Showalter’s ruling, might ignore him and 
proceed with their reorganization. 

But the Attorney-General is still to be con- 
vinced of the legality of the plan, according 
to the facts so farasknown. Judge Showa!l- 
ter’s decision, the gas companies’ attorneys 
say, cannot but be regarded as of great 
weight by Mr. Moloney. 

Atternuecy-General’s Views. 

Attorney-General Moloney said: ‘‘My po- 
sition in regard to gas trust matters is such 
as to make it impossible to say anything on 
the matter, Besides, this is the first I have 
heard of Judge Shoywalter’s decision.”’ 

John S&S. Cooper, who is one of the attor- 
neys who made the lega! fight in the State 
courts against the gas trust, said last night: 
““My personal interest in the gas trust suit 
ended when the case wasput in the hands of 
Attorney-General Moloney... It then became 
a matter of concern to all the people of the 
State, and as one of the people I will say I 
am very much disgatisfied with the result. 
So far as I know no further action can or 
will be taken. The decision has settled the 
matter.”’

Little or No Interest Manifested in the 
Advent of the Notorious Anti-Semit- 
ie Leader of the Reichstag—He Says 
He Wil Lecture, Among Other 
Places, in Chicago and Milwaukee— 
Says He Was invited to Come by a 
New York Club. 
New York, Dec. 5—[{Special.)}—There ar- 
rived from Europe today on the North Ger- 
man Lioyd steamship Spree a man whose 
animosity to the Jewish race has prompted 
him to cross the ocean to argue against 
them. He is Dr. Herman Ahlwardt, the 


notorious anti-Semitic leader of the German 
Hig 


popularity here may be gauged by the fact 
there was not a sou! at the pier to meet him 
and little or no interest was manifested in 
his advent. 

Dr. Ahiwardt gemocratically traveled sec- 
ond class. He outlined his mission as fol- 
lows: 

“T have come to America for the purpose of 
exposing the methods of the Jews. An anti- 
Semitic club in New York invited me to de- 
liver a series of lectures here. 

“I am at the head of the anti-Semitic 
movement abroad and am the leader of os 
anti-Semilic faction in the Retehsteg. ip 

1870 I became an anti-Semitic. Prof. Duer- 
ing of the University of Berlin interested 
me in work against the Jews. He was the 
leader of the movVement at that time. I 
studied the subject and followed in his foot- 
steps. He preached the doctrine of anti- 
ene I recognized its truth and its 
value 

“At that time I was rector of the public 
schools in Berlin and came in contact daily 
with the poorer element. I saw that they 
suffered at. the hands of the Semitics. I 
re@@gnized the wrong done the working 
classes and became a worker in the move- 
ment. For four years I have been in the 
Reichstag and have advocated every meas- 
ure against the Hebrews. 

“Not long ago I received the invitation to 
lecture here. I saw the field was great and 
determined to come at once. Just where the 
lectures will be delivered I cannot say at 
the present moment. I must consult the 
club’s President Wefore I divulge the plans. 

“This much I can say; the lectures will be 
given in New York, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, and Buffalo. Perhaps 
in other cities later.’’ 

Dr. Ahiwardt will remain in New York a 
few days and then go to Milwaukee. 

Dr. Ahlwardt was born Dec. 21, 1846. He 
wears and appears to be proud of a medal 
of honor awarded to him for bravery in the 
battles of Metz, Orleans, and Lemans dur- 
ing the Franco-Prussian war. In appear- 
ance he bears a marked resemblance to 
‘President Cleveland. 


G. J. GOULD ON RAILWAY EARNINGS. 


Municipal Ownership of Railroads 
Would Be a Step Toward Socialism. 
New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.]|—George J. 
Gould was a witness before the Assembly 
Committee on City Railways at the Hotel 
Metropole today to tell something about 
the earnings of the Manhattan Elevated 
road. In the course of.the investigation 
municipal ownership of roads was discussed 
and Mr. Gould delivered himself of some 
words of wisdom. Among other things he 


said: 

“I think it is not a proper thing for a gov- 
ernment to take up. For the municipality 
to undertake such enterprises would be a 
move towards socialism and would in prac- 
tice be disastrous. A government railroad is 
never as carefully run, from a financial ora 
It has 
been tried in Europe, where, particularly in 
Germany, the railroads are used largely for 
military purposes. It is necessary in those 
countries to have a method of massing the 
troops quickly. But 1! do not think 
the railroads have been financially success- 
ful. It is the same with the European gov- 
ernment telegraphs. They do not pay. in 
England there is a yearly deficit, We could 
not build an elevated road on a ten years’ 
franchise. Something like that is done in 
France, where private companies pepe 
the money under an agreement with the 
ernment by which 
time the road shall become government 
property, but then there is,a stipulated rate 
of fare and no competing road can be built. 
That scheme, however, does not work very 
satisfactorily over there.’ 

“Do you think, Mr. Gould, it is good econ- 
omy for the government to make these 
transit companies a source of revenue?” 

‘Yes, I think they should pay a fair pro- 
portion to the city.”’ 

“Don’t you think it would be better for the 
law to limit the dividends of the company to 
9. good, fair return on the investment, afd 
when the income passes that point to lower 
it by reducing fares?” 

Mr. Gould twirled his thumbs and smiled. 
Nothing was further from his mind than 
that thought. 

“tT don’t know,” he said. “We cannot pay 
over 10 per cent, and half o fthat goes to the 
city.” egarding underground roads Mr. 
Gould said: “I think it is possible to build 
an underground system, but I do not think it 
would be a financial success, nor do I think it 
would satisfy the public after it was com- 
pleted.

Before the admission of any State into the 
Union a Constitution conforming in all es- 
sential particulars to the Constitution of the 
United States must be submitted to the qual- 
ified voters of the proposed State and rati- 
fied by a majority of them. Utah was estab- 
lished as a Territory in 1850, on the day that 
New Mexico Was organized, says the New 
York Sur. On Dec. 18, 1893, the House of 
Representatives passed a bill admitting 
Utah as a State on the adoption by the vot- 
ers of the proposed new Constitution. Sub- 
sequently, on July 10, 1804, the Senate 
passed the Utah admission bill. At this 
year’s election the Constitution will be sub- 
mitted. Among other things, it provides 
that no inhabitant of the State of Utah

It is not | greg sn considerations, but the 
existence of so large a Mormon population 
that has kept Utah from Statehood for many 
years. By the census preceding its admis- 
sion in 1876 Colorado had a population of 
39,000. Utah had at the same time a popula- 
tion of 86,000, but its admission has been de- 
ferred for nineteen years. The area of the 
proposed new State is 103,000 square miles. 
When Colorado was admitted as a State 
both political parties showed themselves fa- 
vorabie to its claims, each supposing that in 
the Presidential election following (it was 
admitted in April, 1876, and the Presidentia 
election wasin November, 1876,) the electora 
vote of the State would be cast for its candi- 
date. As it turned out, the Republicans won 
an easy victory. 

The same uncertainty as to the probable 
course of Utah in next year’s Presidential 
election is engaging the attention of politi- 
cians. The Territory has been an uncertain 
one, the situation being complicated by the 
fact that there have usually been three tick- 
ets in the field representing the Democrats, 
Republicans, and Mormons, or when the 
two regular parties were favorably inclined 
to the support of some Mormon demands,

PHILLIPS, WHO LIVED IN CHICAGO, 


After Disposing of Lots and Land in 


illinois the Remainder of the Es- 
tate Is Given to Establish a Poly- 
, technic University in This State— 
True Marriage Principles toe Be 
Taught—Dead Man Dressed Like a 
Tramp—Kaown as “01d Secrates.” 


New York, Dee. 6.—{Special.)]—The strange 
will of Charles Burton Phillips of Chicago, 
who died Oct; 25 at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital in this city, came to light today in the 
Surrogate’s office. It was filed for probate 
by Charles Waddell, a clerk in Smith & Mc- 
Nell’s Hotel of this city, where Phillips 
lived off and on for many years, and where 
he was known as “Old Socrates.” It was a 
holographic will, written in a memorandum 
book, and was dated Chicago, Jan. 3, 1878, 
being witnessed by Willis P. Dickinson. 

The testator gives to his daughter, Eliza- 
beth, thirty-nine lots of land in Cairo, TIL, 
worth. $25,000, if properly looked after by 
Dr. Thomas Wright, “to whom,” the testator 
says, “‘my children with theif mother have 
gone, intending to forsake me.’’ 

The son, Thomas Charles Phillips, gets 
eighty acres of land in Johnston County, II. 
The will declares this small devise is made 
because the son treated the testator shame- 
fully and wrote him insolent letters when 
the testator was borrowing money to keep 
him in college. sThe will says: 

“All the residue of my estate I direct shall 
be economically expe 
technic university, in which all the useful 
pursuits shall be taught scientifically, and 
no teacher shall ever be employed in it un- 
less he shall advocate, first, the New Testa- 
ment of the Lord Jesus Christ as the founda- 
tion of all teaching, and the acts of the 
disciples, when they had all things in com- 
mon, making man the brother and not the 
pirate and the robber of his fellow-men.”’ 


His Ideas of True Marriage. 

The will says the policy of the yniversity 
shall be founded on the testator’s books on

marriage bond, which cannot be completed 
by a religious ceremony or civil contract at 
all, but, like Christianity, is a divine institu- 
Other- 
wise the domestic relation falsely called mar- 
riage is not Marriage at all.”’ 

e trustees of the university are the 
Oneida community, Thomas B. Bryan of 
Chicago, and the senior Judge of the Su- 
reme Court of Illinois and his successors. 

he university is to be built on lands bought 
for that purpose by the testator in Johnson 
County, Ill, and the trustees are directed 
to acquire 3,000 or 4,000 acres of land ad- 
joining this property.

The following memorandum was originally 
attached to the will, but was taken away by 
Clerk Waddell: 

“Why not reduce the. interest on our Na- 
tional bonds to par, on legal tender payment 
in coin, and thus save the people part at 
least of the complicated, mystified, Congres- 
sional piracy?

They were fear- 
ful of some system of taxation being forced 
on them by the North whereby their vast 
areas would be made to pay direct taxes, and 
they de¢tlined to agree to the Constitution 
until this provision was inserted to protect 
them from an assessment based on territory. 
Now the Southern members are after differ- 
ent game and in order to revive their beloved 
income tax are willing to repeal the very con-

Novel Scheme to Assist Stranded Teams 
and Stop Bridge Blockades. 

Necessity is the mother of invention. A 
North Side man who has been obliged to 
walk from the State street bridge to his 
down-town office morning after morning 
on account of the blockades of teams and 
vehicles on the bridge approaches, has at 
length devised a remedy. It was somewhat 
slow in coming, and was weeks in taking def- 
inite form, but as the weather grew more 
unfavorable for walking and the street rail- 
road blockades in consequence increased in 
rumber and duration, the idea assumed 
shape, It is safe to say if the weather had 
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THE OLD WAY. 


remained warm during the fall the inven- 
tion would never have been made. But the 
chilling frost of yesterday morning settied 
the question, and by the time the North Side 
resident had walked from the bridge to THT 
TRIBUNE office his idea was fully developed. 

Instead of taking his invention to an at- 
torney and getting it patented the North 
Side resident, who is a public-spirited cit- 
izen, brought it to the place from which it 
would receive the greatest publicity in the 
shortest time. Like all really great ideas it 
is simple and easy of execution, and fills a 
long-felt want. Here it is: 

Under the bridge floor or above the bridge 
floor—it doesn’t matter where it is put—is a 
drum made to revolve by the bridge gearing. 
On the drum is a heavy rope or cable. If 
one end of this cable is fastened to the pole 
of a heavily laden truck, while the other end 
is wound around the drum, it is evident that 
the revolution of the drum will draw the 
dray up the steep approach to the bridge. 
The only necessity is the power, and that 
the inventor thinks can be secured without 
forcing the bridge policeman to turn a 
crank. 

On every one of the more important 
bridges there is a small steam power plant. 
This plant, especially in such conspicuously 
cold and frosty weather as the present, is 
idle almost the entire time. As the power is 
used only for opening and closing the bridge 
at all times when teams can cross the draw 
the power would be available. Now, with 
suitable gearing the bridge engine would 
easily operate the drum. And there you 
are. 

At present the method of getting a heavy 
coal wagon up the steep incline leading to a 
bridge is picturesque if not effective. First, 
the electric car line is stopped. Then the 
team on the wagon pulls and slips and final- 
ly one of the horses falls down and sadly 
damages its knees. Then the bridge police- 
man comes out and tries to turn the wheels, 
while the team pulls some more. That fail- 
ing, a number of public-minded citizens, in- 
cluding the conductor, driver, and most of 
the passengers of the street car, all take 
hold and push, while the driver thrashes his 
exhausted team. 

Next an empty wagon hitches on in front 
of the coal wagon and a skillful driver of 
some lighter truck or dray comes up behind 
and drives his pole into the rear end. Then 
all the able-bodied men in the vicinity take 
hold of the wheels or the wagon box and 
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with much scrambling and slipping as to 
the horses and yelling and swearing as to 
the men the whole procession moves up the 
bridge approach and the blockade is over. 

But with the new idea in use it will be as 
different as a thrashing machine from a 
husking bee. When a truck becomes hope- 
lessly stranded the big policeman on the 
bridge will merely touch an electric button 
in the bridge support and then carry the end 
of a rope furnished with a hook out to the 
swearing driver. A second’s work and the 
signal is given, when horses, wagon, and all 
move up the incline, and the trouble is over. 

The big policeman will not even need to 
soil his gloves. 


GIFFERT HAS NOT YET ACCEPTED. 


Doubt if He Will Be County Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioner. 

William Giffert has not accepted his ap- 
pointment of President Healy of Civil 
Service Commissioner for the county. There 
seems to be a good deal of doubt as to 
whether he will accept it. And on the 
strength of this uncertain proposition Mr. 
Healy jokingly started a little boom in be- 
half of Dr. T. N. Jamieson for Mayor. He 
also incidentally ndmed himself as the prop- 
er person for City Controller. 

There is something back of Mr. Giffert’s 
delay in indicating what he intends to do. 
The matter was supposed to have been taken 
up and discussed by the Executive com- 
mittee of the County Central committee at 
its meeting on Tuesday, but for some reason 
it seems to have been overlooked. 

Just where the trouble comes in is some- 
thing the leaders prefer to keep secret. They 
say it is not necessary for Mr. Giffert to fool 
away his time with a little $1,500 a year 
Commissionership. In order to accept that 
he would have to res from the County 
Central committee, of which he is Treasurer, 
and the claim is made he is of much,more 
service to the party there than he would be 
as Civil Service Commissioner.

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Owner. Threatens to Throw Janitor 
Palmer and His Effects Into the 
Street, but Sergt. Linville Inter-

Policemen are standing guard over the 
Keck Flats, No. 6847 Wharton avenue, to 
prevent the landlord, W. T. Keck, from 
evicting the janitor, Nels Palmar,and throw- 
ing his scanty household furniture into a 
snow pile. Palmar is a Swede, 32 years of 
age, who has lived in the Keck Flats three 
months. He and his wife took care of the 
flats, for which they received $10 a month 
and three rooms. 

Keck appeared at the flats day before yes- 

terday at 5 o'clock in the afternoon accom- 
panied by three stout negroes. They in- 
formed Palmar unless he immediately took 
his belongings out of the house they would 
first pitch him out, and then throw his 
things out after him. 
Palmar. told the men his wife was sick, 
and he had no place to go. This had no ef- 
fect on the landlord, and the negroes com- 
menced the eviction when Sergt. Linville 
of the Woodlawn Police Station, who had 
been sent for by some, of the neighbors, 
arrived and compelled Keck to desist. 

A liceman was stationed at the flats 
and has remained there ever since in order 
to prevent the landlord and his men from 
returning and renewing the attack. 

Palmar has been in this country but a 
short time and is able to speak or under- 
stand little English. His troubles are the 
result of his misunderstanding certain or- 
ders given him by Keck, who declared the 
janitor willfully disobeyed him. 

Palmar says the landlord owes him one 
month’s salary and is trying to evict him as 
the easiest way to avoid payment. He also 
says Keck is angry hecause he refused to 
do work on another building owned by Keck, 
who offered him 25 cents a day increase in 
salary for the extra labor.

EIGHT STREETS WILL BE RELIEVED. 


What Elevation of the Pan-Handle 
Tracks Will Accomplish. 

Eight important West Side streets will be 
relieved of long and aggravating delays to 
street cars and carriages by the elevation 
of the Pan-Handle railroad tracks in Rock- 
well street from the intersection. 

The heaviest traffic to the outlying dis- 
tricts of the West Side is on West Lake. 
West Madison, West Van Buren, and West 
Twelfth streets, and when the rush was 
greatest it seemed the longest and most 
aggravating delays were caused at the Rock- 
well street crossing of these lines. : 

The elevation of the tracks will also open 
through thoroughfares to Garfield, Hum- 
boldt, and Douglas Parks, which will be a 
great convenience to West-Siders and resi- 
dents of other parts of Chicago. 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent said 
yesterday he had received a letter from 
Marvin Hughitt, President of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad company, say- 
ing they were ready at any time to lend 
assistance in the elevation of their tracks 
at the point where they join the Pan-Handle 
tracks at Rockwell and Fulton streets. 

The elevation of the Pan-Handle tracks 
will also necessitate the raising of the Lake 
Street and Metropolitan Elevated roads. 

It is expected the greatest trouble will be 
experienced with the Northern Pacific com- 
pany, whose tracks cross those of the Pan- 
Handle just south of West Twelfth street.

and Frank Woodward Are at Their 
Old Tricks Here—These Men Do the 
Fine Work and Less Known Crooks 
Present the Checks for Payment— 
Banks and the Pinkerton Agency 
on the Lookout. 


Chicago banks. One check drawn on the 
American Trust and Savings Bank for $443 
by G. W. Straight, No. 708 Center avenue, 
was stolen from a street letter-box and 
changed to,be made payable to bearer. It

was presented at the bank named by one of 
the subordinates of the gang. The check 
was turned over to the cashier, who showed 
some hesitancy ahout ordering it cashed. 
The man who presented it took alarm and 
ran out of the bank. 

Other checks for $75 and $250 were pre- 
sented at the Fort Dearborn Bank and the 
National Bank of America. Payment was 


looked up, and the men who presented the 
checks hurried out, leaving the paper with 
the bank officials. The reason that pay- 
ment was refused at the banks was that a 
few days before the Pinkerton agency, act- 
ing for the Bankers’ Association, had noti- 
fied every bank in the town to be careful 
about paying ‘‘bearer’’ checks. The warn- 
ing had its effect, and all checks made pay- 
able to bearer or to people unknown were 
ordered to be turned over to the cashier for 
action. 

Fisher and Woodward escaped less than 
one month ago from the Cincinnati jail with 
five minor offenders. Woodward was under 
sentence of eight years in the penitentiary, 
but his case been appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. Fisher was waiting trial. 

In less than four days from the time they 
escaped complaints of mail box robberies 
and bank check forgeries began to pour 
into the offices of the Postoffice Inspectors 
and to the Pinkérton agency, which does the 
detectve work for the Bankers’ Association. 
Nearly all of the large cities east of the Miz- 
sissippi were worked, and last week the gang 
struck Chicago. Fisher and oodward 
were traced to this city, but as they are so 
well known to the police and detectives they 
have remained in hiding, and there have 
done the “head work” and the forging, 
leaving to men newer to the “profession” 
the task of presenting the stolen checks. 

When Fisher was arrested, prior to his 
escape from Cincinnati, he had some strect 
letter box keys in his possession. He 
laughed when they were taken from him 
and said they were easily replaced. The 
operations on letter boxes in Chicago re- 
cently have been carried on just after 6 
o'clock, Ww the ess for the day 
had been deposited. The thief has a key, a 
leather bag. and a cap like that worn by a 
postman. He gets the hours of collection 
from the printed form on the outside of the 
oem and thus avoids a meeting with the col- 
ector. 

Frank Woodward went into the German- 
American Bank in Cincinnati last August 
and presented a raised check which had 
been stolen from the mail. An officer ap- 
proached the forger to arrest him. Wood- 
ward drew a revolver, but-was knocked 
down, his weapon taken from him, and he 
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was placed in arrest. A number of banks 
had been swindled in Cincinnati, and when 
pictures had been forwarded there by the 
Bankers’ Association Charlies Fisher and 
two men named Hartley and Dearborn were 
recognized as those who had presented 
forged checks. The three were arrested in 
Baltimore. It was found that Dearborn and 
Hartley were wanted in Minneapolis for 
work similar to that done in Cincinnati. 
Dearborn’s right name is Ro Wallace. 
He received ten years in Sing Sing for swin- 
dling a relative out of $52,000. After this 
job he fied to the West Indies, came back, 
was arrested and sentenced. ‘In Sing Sing 
he met Fisher. They were d to- 
gether, and began forging operati Hart- 
ley was taken to: Minneapolis, born 
fought extradition to the same place, and in 
the meantime Hartley got off on a techni- 
cality. Dearborn finally was taken to the 
Minnesota city, and within a few days has 
been sentenced to six years in the State’s 


Prison. 

Fisher was taken to Cincinnati, where 
Woodward had already been tried, convict- 
ed, and sentenced to eight years, but was 
still in jail pending an appeal. They cut 
their way through a wall and escaped.

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REPUBLICANS TO RUN THE SENATE, 


Democrats Will Not Try te Delay the 
Proposed Committee Reorganisation. 
Washington, D C., Dec. 5.—[{Special.]—Re- 
organization of the Senate. committees by 
the Republicans has been practically agreed 
to by both parties. As indicated last night, 
the Democrats were willing that the Repub- 
licans should assume legisiative control at 
once, so as not to stop business, leaving the 
question of patronage to be fought over 


later on. 

- Although no formal resolution was passed, 
the Democratic caucus arrived at this de- 
cision informally, this afternoon. while at 
the same time the Republicans agreed in 
their caucus to appoint a committee to sub- 
mit a list of committee Chairmanships, and 
fill vacancies in such a way as to make a 
complete ‘reorganization and give the Re- 
publicans entire control. 

Senator Sherman, as Chairman of the com- 
mittee, appointed Mitchell of Oregon, Piatt, 
Quay, Teller, Cullom, Chafidier, Pettigrew, 
Pritchard, and Gear. This is the usual vic- 
tory of the old heads over the freshmen, for 
only Pritchard of North Carolina and Gear 
of Iowa are new men, while all of the others

The older Senators propose to allow the 
Senate to continue to do business through 
the means of the Republican committees, so 
that later on, if it is decided to make a fight 
for the offices it will not interfere with the 
public business.

Sieut. Pague ill Probably Be Dismissed 
from the Service. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Spectal.]—All 
the papers in the case of Lieut.

_ MENACING FLEETS.

Russian Ships Said to Be in Readiness | 
to Sail Down the Bosphorus When 
the Other Powers Make the Attempt 
to Pass Through the Dardanelles 
Palace Party Trying to Delay Ac- 
tion in the Hope That the Powers 
Will Fall Out. —~ 


‘ London, Dec, 5.—Dispatches from Con- 
stantinople today announce that a Russian 
squadron of seven battleships and nine tor- 
pedo boats is anchored off Sebastopol, under 
orders to hold itself in readiness to sail at 
twenty-four hours’ notice. 

It ts added that the orders for assembling 
this squadron were issued a month ago, 
when Russia assumed that Great Britain 
might attempt to send war vessels through 
the Dardanelles without the consent of the 
Sultan of Turkey. » 

There is an attempt in official circles here 
to belittle this report with the statement 
that for years past the Russian Black Sea 
fleet has been under orders to be prepared 
for active service at any moment. 

The report is received with general appre- 
hension, however, in view of the fact it is 
nowhere denied that the Turkish situation 
is reaching a climax that cannot be deferred 
longer than Saturday, in spite of the arts 
of the Sultan to sustain his policy of delay. 

Nobody would be astonished to see Rus- 
sia’s extra guardships steam into the Bos- 

horus at about the same time that Great 

ritain’s extra gunboat passes the Dar- 
danelles. 

A dispatch from Rome also says a squad- 
ron of five Italian men-of-war is anchored 
at Gaeta and is.under drders to be in readi- 
ness to proceed to Turkish waters. 

The Officials will not admit that the Brit- 
ish Ambassador has made an explicit de- 
mand on the Porte for consent by Saturday 
toalfow the extra guardships to pass through 
the Dardanelles. The most that will be ad- 
mitted is that there have been further rep- 
resentations by the Ambassadors which 
have resulted in a fresh interchange of 
views, and that the delays of the Sultan 
will not be allowed to continue much longer. 

It is significant, however, that tomorrow 
the Times will print a dispatch from Con- 
Stantinople which says that the embassies 
have received instructions from their re- 
spective governments that the guardships 
question must be pushed home and that it 
is impossible for the powers to retire fram 
the positions Which they have assumed. 

A dispatch of a similar tenor to the Daily 
News will be published tomorrow to the 
effect that the embassies have unofficially 
informed the Sultan that if the firmans for 
the extra guardships are refused the Dar- 
danelies will be forced by the powers. 

other report that adds to the disqul- 
etude is that Said Pasha, the President of 
the Turkish Council of State and formerly 
Grand Vizier, has taken refuge in the Brit- 
ish Embassy at Constantinopie, believing 
himself not only to be in danger of arrest, 
but fearing for his life. 

Only recently Said Pasha was mentioned 
as likely to be reappointed Grand Vizier and 
when matters reached a crisis last week he 
was called upon to use his influence. with 
the British Ambassador at Constantinople, 
Sir Philip Currie, to have the British gun- 
hoat Dryad ordered away from the Dar- 
danelles. Although not successful imme- 
diately Said Pasha succeeded in getting Sir 
Philip to once more refer the matter to his 
government, although he had full power 
to act, with the eventual result that the 
Dryad was sent back to Salontca Bay. 

Mr. Gladstone has written to the Secretary

NO HOPE FROM A NEW MINISTRY. 
Sultan Cannot Gain Delay by Getting 
Another Cabinet. 

Constantinople, Dec. 4, via Sofia, Dec. 5.— 
The existence of a cabinet crisis here has 
long been commented upon, but, as a change 
of ministry is one of the oldest and most 
familiar moves of the Sultan to obtain fur- 
ther delay, little or no attention has been 
paid to the matter beyond conveying to Ab- 
dul Hamid the intimation that another 
change of ministry would in no way alter 
the determination of the powers to take any 
action they may think advisable under the 
circumstances. 

All the Turkish Ministers are guarded. 
and all are in fear of their lives, not only 
dreading assassination at the hands of the 
Armenians, but standing in great apprehen- 
sion of being summarily dealt with by the 
Sultan, who is known to be Irritated beyond 
wt previous degree at everything and every- 

y. 

Seeing the meshes of the European net 
drawing*‘closer and closer around him every 
day, Abdul Hamid is described as being 
frantic with impotent rage and likely to 
wreak vengeance upon any or all of his 
Ministers if he can only muster up courage 
enough to do so. 


Cabinet in Frequent Council. 


During the last twenty-four hours there 
have been frequent Cabinet councils at the 
palace and several exchanges of communica- 
tions with the representatives of the powers, 
but no decision seems to have been arrived 
at by the Porte on the subject of the firmans. 

The dilatory policy of the palace people 
continued, apparently in the hope that some 
hitch will occur which may put an end to 
the accord of the powers. The Ambassador; 
do not attempt to deny that the accord of 
Europe is liable to be disturbed at any mo- 
ment, and it-is to attain this end that the 
Turk is working assiduously night and day

of Great Britain are taken to the Russian 
Embassy by the agents of the Porte and 
annoying insinuations concerning the “‘ulti- 
mate aims’’ of Russia find their way through 
the Porte’s agents into the British Embassy. 

In turn the French Ambassador hears sly 
reports about the doings of the German 
Ambassador and vice versa. So the game 
continues, with the Turk still ahead in spite 
of the efforts of an apparently united Europe. 

American Missionaries Safe, 

The United States Ambassador, Mr. Alex- 
ander W. Terrell, has received a note from 
the Porte to the effect that new and more 
rigorous orders have been sent to the Turk- 
ish officials in the disturbed districts to take 
every precaution necessary to protect all 
foreigners and their property, and assuring 
him of the safety of the American mission- 
aries at Cesara, from where a “disturb- 
wie was recently reported. 

A dispatch received here today from 
Marash says the American missionaries 
there {the Rev. and Mrs. Lucius O. Lee, 
Miss Harriet A. Lovell, Mre. Etta D. Mar- 
den, and Miss Meda Hess] are safe, and 
confirms the story that. the mission build- 
ings were attacked by the Turkish troops.

TRY TO CAPTURE CANTON, CHINA. 


Secret Organization Seeks to Set Up an 
independent Government: 

Boston, Mass., Dec, 5.—Mail advices from 
Canton, China, today give details of an at~- 
tempt to capture the Cty of Canton by a 
secret organization for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an independent government. The 
writer says: 

“The plot ripened Oct. 27, when the atten- 
tion of the United States Consul was called 
to a suspicious telegram from a Hongkong 
firm to its branch in Canton concerning the 
shipment of certain packages. The pack- 
ages proved to be five barrels of pistols and 
ammunition, labeled ‘cement, " and were 
seized. On the samg steamer from Hong- 
kong came 400 men who expected to aid in 
ey revolt. The officials, however, captured 
seventy-five of them. The revVolutionists 
had no weapons, but it was learned they 
were to be supplied by friends in the city. 
This seizure of arms and the capture of 
those implicated completely thwarted the 
attempt.’’ 

The pian of organization, which originated 
in Hongkong and was taken up in Canton, 
was tirst to capture the city treasury, next 
to demolish the Viceroy’s Palace. By this 
time they would expect sufficient aid to 
storm the city.

Drexel boulevards, and run to Jackson Park, 
the whole making a splendid boulevard sys- 
tem ten miles in length. 

Incidentally they wish also to keep the 
trolley line off Lake avenue. A year ago 
residents from Thirty-fifth street to Fifty- 
first street, embracing almost every foot of 
property along the street, made a five years’ 
compact not to admit any car lines on the 
street. 

Less than a month ago, however, the street 
car company announced that residents along 
the avenue wanted a line and that the Forty- 
seventh street trolley line would be extend- 
ed south to Fifty-first street. For fear the 
street car company would. organize opposi- 
tion to the measure if it became public, the 
circulation of the petition has done 
with as little show as possible. 

At present Lake avenue is a boulevard 
from Sixteenth south to Thirty-third.. The 
avenue is closed for two blocks south of 
Thirty-third, so the only change necessary 
to carry out the plans is to open the road for 
two blocks through Groveland and Wood- 
land Parks and to transform Lake avenue 
from Thirty-fifth street to Fifty-first into a 
boulevard. 

The petition provides also for widening 
the street. It is now sixty feet broad Delow 
‘Thirty-fifth street and it is estimated it 
-would cost $50,000 in the way of condemna- 
tien proceedings and moving buildings to 
increase the width to seventy feet. 

The South Shore drive completed would 
extend from Jackson Park north to Six- 
teenth street, passing through Groveland 
and Woodland Parks, the entire distance 
being in view of the ‘lake. The boulevard 
system would then extend on Sixteenth 
street west to Michigan avenue and south 
on Michigan to Thirty-fifth street, where it 
joins Grand and then Oakwood boulevards. 
‘Drexel extends south from Oakwood boule- 
‘vard to Fifty-first street, and the drive runs 
east on Fifty-first till it merges into Lake 
boulevard near the lake shore. 

Property-owners and residents along Lake 
avenue are said to be a unit against the en- 
croachment of the street car on the avenue. 
-But they say the agitation hurts the street 
and depreciates property values. : Outsiders 
do not want to invest or locate on the street 
when there is a possibility of the trolley 
making its appearance. 

“Street cars along the avenue would de- 
stroy property values immediately to the ex- 
‘tent of $1,000,000 
show a depreciation to that amount,” said a 
resident yesterday. “‘Then we don’t need 
it,” he continued. “There is no territory to 
the east for it to draw upon, and it can never 
be a business street, and we have 
enough transportation facilities already. If 


j the street cars stay off the avenue has a 


greater future before it than any other stréet 
on the South Side. 

Dr. Almon Brooks said the idea was not to 
oppose the trolley, for he had no fear of the 
trolley entering the avenue, but it was an 
effort to establish a needed improvement 
for the district whose eastern boundary this 
driveway will constitute, and to make a di- 
réct route from the city along the lake 
shore to Jackson Park. 


ILLINOIS’ VOICE WILL BE HEARD. 


Plans for the Convention of the Amer- 
iean Federation of Labor. 
Springfield, Ill, Dec. 5.—The American 
Federation of Labor hholdg its annual con- 
vention in New York, commencing on next 
Monday, the membership being from South 
America, Canada, Mexico, and the United 
States. There will be probably 400 delegates. 

The Illinois State Federation will be rep- 
resented by Joseph Ferris. of this city. 
Among the more important questions to 
come up will be measures calculated to open 
more opportunities for labor rather than to 
regulate the supply. 

The policy of the Illinois Federation will 
be the adoption of a plank in the National 
platform making it optional with each coun- 
ty to fix and determine by majority vote the 
class or classes of property. upon which 
taxes for public revenue shall be levied.

One of the questions of national import- 
ance to organized labor which is to be de- 
cided at the coming convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor in New York is 
the proposed pian of a universal trade-mark 
for all union-made goods. The proposition 
will be submitted through the delegates 
from the Central Labor. Union of Brocton, 
Mass. Many trades have already adopted 
labels of’ their own particular design, and 

much time and money have been spent in 
advertising them. A great many firms thet 
employ only union labor have spent la 
sums advertising certain labels, and this 
would be a’ dead loss if they should be 
abandoned for a new and unknown trade- 
mark. 

Another objection offered to the plan is 
the possibility of giving too much power to 
the officials of the American Federation of 
Labor. If-these men had absolute control 
of the label they could use it as a lever to 
enforce any rule they might see fit to make.

RAILROAD SEEKS TO BUY A CANAL. 


Behind It All Is Seem the Political 
Scheming of Senator Gorman. 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 30.—[Special Cor- 
respondence,}]}—Senator Gorman and_ the 
other Democratic managers whose influence 
over the State Board of Public Works will 
not end until January, when the newly 
elected Republican State officers assume 
control, are said to be advocating the sale 
of the State’s controlling interest in the 
Chesapeake and. Ohio Canal to the West 
Virginia Central and Pittsburg rail- 
road, in which Mr. Gorman is largely in- 
terested. The State Board of Public Works 
has advertised for sealed proposals for the 
purchase of the State’s interest, which will 
be received on Dec. 23. 

This looks like the present board is ina 
hurry to do something before going out of 
office. It is reported two of the members 
of the board are in favor of the sale to the 
West Virginia Central, but that the third 
is not, and that the Attorney-General has 
been consulted and has given it as his 


opinion a majority of the board can legally - 


make the sale. The dissenting member is 
supposed to be the Governor. ~* 

The State cannot put the purchaser of its 
stock and mortgages in possession of the 
canal, but, should Judge Stake’s order ex- 
tending the time of operation by the bond- 
holders be reversed by the Court of Appeals 
and the canal should go to sale under Judge 
Alvey’s decree, the holder of the State’s in- 
terest might in a certain condition be in 
such a position that no one could bid against 
him. It is this position, doubtless, that the 
West Virginia company wishes to occupy. 

Mr. Lowndes, the Governor-elect, has a 
judgment for a considerable amount Maven 
the company which he tnherited from his 
father, who advanced money and gave cred- 
it to the company when it was struggling 
to extend the canal to Cumberland. This 
elaim has the same equities as the bonds 
of 1844, but as the State never waived its 
priority in favor of Mr. Lowndes and other 
similar judgment creditors they have not 
the same standing in court. It is claimed 
the Legislature should come to the relief of 
the laborers whose claims are still unpaid.

There- 
upon Mr. Maas stated his willingness to have 
the case postponed tWo weeks in order to 
give them a chance to procure a license, 
rovided Mr. Vincent would write him a 
etter of apology. That is what Mr. Vincent 
promptiy consented to do and this is the 
document he received from the secretary 
and attorney of the company last evening: 
“I learned today with great regret of the 
incivilities with which you were received: on 
a recent visit to the Ferris wheel and I beg 
to extend to you, on account of the company 
and myself, my regrets that any employé 
of the company should have failed to treat 
you with the respect to which you are ever 
entitled, and I will see that the offending 
employé is properly disciplined. 
Didan’t Know It Was Going. 
“None of the officers of the company knew 
the wheel was being operated or was to be 
operated, and had we known it we should 
have stopped it. As Secretary of the com- 
pany I shall take immediate steps to see the 
offense is not repeated, and I have in- 
structed one of the clerks in my office to pay 
the costs in the case before Justice Everett.”’ 
It seems when the Ferris wheel matter 
was up in the Council that body proposed 
to impose a license fee of $50 a day upon the 
company for every day it operated. An ap- 
peal was taken, and the court held that this 
was an unjust and exorbitant amount to 
exact.
